New York, May 6.—[Special.]—Andrew 
Carnegie, the greatest manufacture: in the 
world, has sold out to the new steel trust. 
This removes the last obstacle to a con- 
solidation of practically all the. steel pro- 
ducing companies of the United States. 

This will be not only the greatest trust 
but the greatest combination of capital and 
manufacturing plants in christendom. It 
will have a capital of $600,000,000, of which 
$100,000,000 will be in first rtgage 5 per 
cent gold bonds, $250,000, in preferred 
stock, and $250,000,000 in common stock. 

Mr. Carnegie is to retire from business per- 
manently, turning over the controlling in- 
terest in his vast steel-making concerns to 
the new trust and receiving in payment the 
entire issue of $100,000,000 in gold bonds, 
which becomes a mortgage not only upon 
the Carnegie mills but upon all the other

The President of the new company is to 
be Henry Clay Frick, formerly the partner 
of Andrew Carnegie, and the actual man- 
ager of the works at Homestead, Pa., when 
the great strike of 1893 occurred. Mr. Frick

CALLS IT QUEER IMPERIALISM: 


Lord Rosebery Criticises Ministry for 
Taxing Colonial Wine and Refus- 
ing to Assist Colonial Cable. 


London, May 5.—The Earl of Rosebery, 
former Liberal Prime Minister and Lord 
President of the Council, addressing the 
London Liberal club tonight and dilating 
upon the present universality of imperial- 
ism in the British possessions,” said he 
thought the government was pursuing curi- 
ous methods of fostering imperialism when 
it placed a tax upon Australlan wines and 
offered only a miserable contribution, tied 
up with irksome conditions, to the great 
Canadian and Australian ‘Proposal for an 
imperial cable.“ 

He added a scathing rebuke to the threats 
of the radical members of the House of Com- 
mons to oppose the grant to General Lord 
Kitchener of Khartum, in recognition of the 
services of the Sirdar im the Anglo-Egyptian 
campaign for the reconquest of the Soudan. 
Later in the evening, when replying to a 
toast to his health, in which the hope had 
been expressed that he would quickly return 
to active politics, Lordi Rosebery said: 

I hope nothing has occurred tonight that 
can be taken as an indication that I have any 
urtention of returning to the active arena 
which, deliberately and for good reasons, I

sume their usual avocations without moles- 
tation. The strongest measures will be taken 
at once against all rebels who do not comply 
this proclamation.”

Oppose Legal Reforms.

Gratifying Sanitary Report. 

The city’s sanitary report for April shows 
only 617 deaths for that month. For the 
four months of 1890 the total of deaths is a 
little over 2,000, indicating a total for the 
year of, perhaps, 7,000. This estimate ig- 
nores, of course, the possibility of an epl- 
demic of yellow fever during the later rainy 
season. Only two deaths from this disease 
are reported for April, whereas tuberculosis 
was the cause of 102. 

The death rate of 1890 is, so far, less than 
half that of 1898. This is a striking tribute 
to American methods of surface sanitation, 
for, 80 far, little or no sanitary work has 
really gone on beneath the surface.

Inspector Heidelmeier Orders All His 
Men to Report at 8 A. M.—Move Starts 
Rumor the District of Lake Michi- 
wan Will Be Stormed — Squatter 
Seizes Lake Front at Foot of Su- 

perior Street — Posts Many Armed 


Inspector Heidelmeier issued orders last 
night for all his men to report at their sta- 
tions at 8 o'clock this morning to be ready 
for any emergency that might develop in 
Captain George Streeter’s “‘ District of Lake 
Michigan”’ at the foot of Superior street. 
The order also instructs the night force to 
remain as a reserve. . 

This precautionary order led to much spec- 
ulation in police circles. It was said by men 
who seemed to know what they were talk- 
ing about that between 8 and 9 o’clock this 
morning the police would .march on the 
Captain in his shanty fastness and sub- 
jugate him. Thus history would de re- 
peated. 

The interior of the courthouse presented 
a strange spectacle at midnight. Dimly 
lighted by one oll lamp with guns of large 
caliber hung on the walls, the improvised 
table covered with the remains of the sup- 
per and the forms of his men lying on boards, 
old bedsprings, and the floor, it seemed as 
if the pioneer days had returned, and that 
the Deputy Marshals were settlers waiting 
to repel an Indian attack. For a short time 
early in the evening a watch was kept at 
the fence which runs along Huron street, 
and over which the evicters would be obliged 
to come. The watch was soon abandoned, 
however, as there seemed no possibility of 
an attack, but inside of the shanty that 
serves as a dormitory, refrectory, .court- 
house, capital, and town hall, the men lay 
in readiness and many of them slept on their 


arms. 
Streeter Says He Will Fight. 
Captain Streeter did not attempt to sleep, 
but sat in his chair and at every sound turned 
to see if the door of the shanty were opened. 
He left for his hotel near by at about 12:30 
this morning, leaving Justice of the Peace 
Niles in charge. He said he was determined 
to defend his rights, and expressed in strong 
terms his readiness to use the guns with 


| which he had so liberally supplied his men 


if occasion should arrive. He seemed dis- 
trustful of strangers, and when a lawyer 
tried to gain some information in regard to 
his plans, he at once characterized him as a 


spy. and refused to tell anything. His men 


are ready to shoot, and they had nothing 

but contempt for Chief of Police Murphy of 

the territory, who had refused to remain 

during the night at the shanty. ae:

The Captain, driving a white horse, led the 
smal procession, which mate known its 
presence in the tract on which /s chief was 
shipwrecked by three cheers. 3 

The expedition was well supplied, A the 
first thing done was to raise the U 
States flag over what was once Captain 
Streeter’s boathouse. This building is, how- 
ever, no longer a boathouse, for while the 
flag was being raised a sheet of canvas bear- 
ing the legend District Court of the Dis- 
trict of Lake Michigan was affixed to its 
side. The courthouse is but temporary, how- 
ever, for in ten days the new territory wilt 
undertake the erection of a building on the 
daseball diamond. This structure will be 
two stories in height. 


Many Men on Guard. 

Arter the courthouse has been erected 
seve other public buildings will be built, 
and the lots which have been sold by Cap- 
tain Streeter will be adorned, according to 
his statements, with houses beside which 
those on the old lake front will pale into 
insignificance. If the present ratio of city 
officers is maintained the Captain's subjects 
will have no fear from burglars, for at pres- 
ent, out of the twenty-eight citizens six- 
teen wear stars and are sworn in to preserve 
the peace. It was these stars that called 
the United States Marshal to the scene. 
After the Marshal’s visit Captain Revere of 
the East Chicago Avenue Police Station also 
said that he had received no orders to inter- 
fere with the men. 


Owners Interview the Captain. 

As soon as it was learned that Captain 
Streeter had taken possession of the land 
Kellogg Fairbank, and later on President 
Fishburn of the Newberry Library and J. 
V. Farwell, came to the fence which sur- 
rounds the territory and argued with the 
Captain. He said that he was there to stay 
and they would not be able to drive him off. 
as they had done before. Mr. Farwell de- 
clared the Captain would be obliged to 
leave. Captain Streeter replied he would 
not obey the orders of any one and that only 
|} a decision of the United States court would 
convince him he did not own the land. The 
Captain showed a map of the State. It 
made the boundary line St. Clair street and 
included all the land between the river, St. 
Clair street, and Oak street and the lake. 

This land was submerged at the time the 
country west of the Alleghanies was ac- 
quired, the Captain says. d the govern- 
ment, therefore, did not come into possession 
of it. The ground is now covered with sev- 
eral factories and some of the finest resi- 
dences on the North Side. The sovereign of 
the soil, Captain Streeter, says that he will 
not disturb the residents in their possession, 
as they are. he claims, all friends of his. 
His claim dates back to June, 1886, when he 
says he was shipwrecked on the land and is 
based upon squatter rights.

UNIONS SAVED THE orrx. 

He Tells Industrial Commission at 
‘Washington of Conditions Prevail- 
‘ing Here During Recent Business 
| Depression, When the Unemployed 

Would Have Been a Menace but for 
 Organizations—David Ross Upholds 
| Gov. Tanner’s Strike Actions. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—{Special.] 
“ Had it not been for organized labor,” said 


George W. Perkins, President of the Cigar- | 


makers’ International union, before the In- 
dustrial commission t , * Chicago might 
have been laid in ashes during the last in- 
dustrial depression.“ 

He described the condition reigning in Chi- 
cago, when there were great meetings of men 
not belonging to organised labor on the lake 
front. He had satisfied himeelf that these 
meetings held during the days of excitement 
there were by unorganized labor. Free 
lunches were provided for these men. 

On the part of labor organizations meet- 
ings were held in a peaceable way in their 
own places, and they were able to talk over 
their troubles. To talk over his trouble was 
fora what it had been said it was fora 
woman to weep. It relieved him. His own 
union paid out in one year of great excite- 
ment in Chicago $175,000 in the form of 
benefits to men out of work and $112,000 as 
sick benefits The union had influenced the 
community for good by relieving distress 
and guiding men from the danger of dis- 
order into peaceful efforts for a t 
of their condition. 

Mr. Perkins is a thorough believer in the 
organization of labor. He did not consider 
that organization took away the personal 
liberty of ite members, saying that the work- 
er could only get the Nberty of contract 
through organizations. 


_ Ross on Mining Troubles. 

David Ross, Secretary of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of Illinols, said he went into 
the coal mines as a wofker when he was 9 
years old, and continued in that avocation 
until he was elected to the State Legis- 
lature. After serving his term in that ca- 
pacity he practiced law for several years,

and was appointed to his present position 


in 1888. In speaking of the mining industry 
he called attention to the lockout at Virden, 
III., thirteen months ago, saying that inci- 
lent was an important event in the history 
of industrial organizations. Mr. Ross re- 
lated the incidents of that strike. 7 

He justified the action of Governor Tan- 
ner in refusing to allow the importation of 
contract labor from other States by saying 
that it would be contrary to the rights of the 
people to bring undesirable, citizens into a 
State under an armed force which did:not 
represent the State. Mr. Ross said the race 
question did not enter into Governor Tan- 


| ner’s decision in this matter. The negroes 


brought in were not allowed to disembark, 
and the experience gained by the miners’ or- 


ganization through this difficulty had con- 


vinced them of the advisability of preparing 
themselves financially for another such oc- 
currence, and had led to the establishment of 
a common fund by the Mineworkers’ union. 


Problem of Incorporating. 


Mr. Ross was not fully:convinced that the 
inccrporation of trades unions wae desirable. 
It might in some ways be beneficial, but in 
others detrimental. He was opposed both 
to the black list and boycott. He was in 
favor of compulsory arbitration. Mr. Ross 
was decidedly opposed to the use of injunc- 
tions in strikes. A procedure of this kind 
had always failed to accomplish what it was 
intended to do. 
‘The weekly payday had been decidedly 
eficial to the wage-earning class. There 
s a law in Illinois which declares that wages 
shall be paid in lawful money, but the law 
had not abolished company stores. These 
stores, however, had not worked ta the 
detriment of the miners in Illinois, as they 
had in other States. He cited one store 
which sold goods at lower prices than the 
cash stores. | 


ELECTRIC CURE FOR BALKING. 


Northwestern University Professor 
‘Starts a Horse with a Battery After 
| Other Expedients Fail. 


Biectricity was effectively used at Evans- 
ton yesterday to start a balking horse. 
Nathan Alpan, 712 Davis street, was driv- 
ing along the lake shore toward the life 
saving station just before the crew started 
out to practice. The sight of the men drag- 


| ging the surf boat frightened the animal, 


and it started to rear, and refused to pro- 
ceed. | 


After many expedients to start the horse 
had failed one member of the crew sug- 
gested the application of electricity. Chem- 
ist Samuel nham Gloss of the North- 
western University was sent for, and he 
came with a medical battery of 200 volts. 
He attached a wire to the bit and to the 
horse’s tall, and then turned on the current. 
The astonished beast tore the reins out of 
the hands of the driver, jerked the wires 
loose, reared, and then started down the

horse made record time down the stretch. 
No one knows when it would have stopped if 
the Dempster street pier had not blocked 
the way. When caught the horse was docile, 
and Mr. Alpan said it shows no ill effects 
from the experiment.

Thomas Crosby, 14 years ol, who is on 
trial in Judge Waterman's court on a charge 
of murder for the shooting of Deputy Sheriff 
Nye, was on the witness stand for an hour 
yesterday afternoon in his own defense, and 
made a favorable impression for straight- 
forwardness, and intelligence in answering 
the questions of counsel.

that purpose if needed. 

Controversy over the presence within the 
bar of the court of Mrs. Nye's little children 
was settled by Judge Waterman, who de- 
clared they should occupy seats outeide, and

Tue great steel and iron industries of the 
Northern States are to be consolidated. 
The Carnegie plants, those owned by the 
recently organized Federal and American 
Steel companies, and by the organizations 
which monopolize the manufacture of tin- 
plate and steel wire, and the Rockefeller 
Mesaba iron ore interests will be controlled 
by the men who have the ruling interest in 
the one gigantic corporation which is to 
own them all. This new corporation will 
be overcapitalized, but even if its capital 
stock represented only the fair value of the 
property it is to own it would be a cor- 
porate monster. Whether under or over 
capitalized, it will be the autocrat of the 
industries which it is to carry on. Is it in 
the interest of the country that this should 
be the case? Presumably not, for unlim- 
ited power is as dangerous when wielded 
by “captains of industry as by Generals 
This new organization is not a trust.“ 
Mr. John W. Gates, who says he has al- 
ways been against trusts, scoffs at the re- 
port that this new combine may take 


the form of an agreement to work in har- 


mony,” after a controlling interest in the 
capital stock of the different subordinate 
companies has been obtained. The newly 
organized company is to buy outright the 
plants of the subordinate companies, and 
they are to cease to exist. The anti-trust 
laws of this, as of other. States, make it an 
offense “to create, enter into, become a mem- 
ber of, or a party to any pool, trust, com- 
bination, confederation, or understanding 
with anybody else to regulate or fix prices 
or limit production. Those laws do not ap- 
ply where one man buys out all his com- 
petitors. He may. have paid a high price 
for their properties so as to be in a position 
to regulate prices and limit production, but 
the motives which actuate buyer and sellers 
cannot be proved. The legal presumption 
must be that their motives were proper. 
Aldace F. Walker says exultantly that 
no law can be passed to prevent one man 
selling his property to another. That is a 
general proposition the truth of which will 
not be denied. The conclusion which Mr. 
Walker draws is that one man can sell his 
property to another for the purpose of ena- 
bling the latter to establish a monopoly, 
which is something the common law disap- 
proves of, and which is at variance with the 
principles of civil liberty. It the owners of 
all the iron and steel plants outside this new 
combine were to sell out to it, and it were 
to monopolize those industries, Mr. Walker 
would contend that everything was strictly

No State can fight a corporation which 
controls the American iron and steel in- 
dustries. It cannot shut out the products 
of that corporation, which its citizens must 
have. The general government alone can 
deal with a problem which no State can :

“THE CURSE IN EDUCATION.” 
nder the foregoing title Mrs. Rebecca 
Harding Davis makes a vigorous attack 
upon the public school system in the cur- 
rent North American Review. Mrs. Davis 
utters many pointed truths, but she hits 
beside the mark when she comes to define 
the “ curse.” She closes her article by ask- 
ing: When will Americans see that there 
is no blessing like the education which we 
can use, but that the education which we 
cannot use is a curse?” The cramming of 
young minds with useless knowledge is not. 
a curse in the grave sense implied by 
Mrs. Davis. Not the useless things taught 
but the vital principles of honor left un- 
taught are what cause’ the increase of 
forgery and embezzlement which this writer 
attempts to trace to the public school 
Mrs. Davis herself takes this view in 
the first part of her article, where she de- 
plores the exclusion of religion from the 
schools, but before she reaches the end she 
is turned aside from the real issue by a con- 
sideration of the local conditions in New 
England. When she speaks of the curse 
of. useless knowledge she has in mind the 
thousands of New. England girls who go 
to school or college just long enough to get 
a smattering of sundry languages and

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ing that gave the Spaniards these false 
ideas. Is there any reason why we should 
ascribe the evil in our own country to “ use- 
less education?” 
Mrs. Da vis admits in the body of her arti- 
cle that the trouble is not too much eduea- 
tion but the “ cultivation-of human souls 
en masse.” Boys of a myriad differing ca- 
pacities are crammed with the same dose 
of unassimilated facts. True education 
is to find the quality and bent of each 
-pupil’s mind, and to give it only appropriate 
food. The public’ school stuffs all alike, 
“Nothing more cfnel and ridiculous was 
ever done in the world,” says Mrs. Davis. 
“ It is the old story of the Dotheboys Hall, 
who were ranged in a row while Mrs. 
Squeers ladled into each gaping mouth the 
same dose of treacle and sulphur.” °‘ 

The defects of wholesale methods in 
education are not to be denied, but neither 
are the benefits. Mrs. Davis forgets that 
the public school is to be credited with mak- 
ing the nation homogeneous and the citi- 
zens the most adaptable and self-reliant in 
the world. Nor would the introduction of 
religious exercises into the schools do away 
with the evils mentioned. What is needed 
is greater attention to the formation of 
character and of wholesome views of life. 
These can be inculcated only by teachers 
who have them. Something more than a 
competitive examination in language and 
arithmetic should enter into the choice of 
teachers. 

Labor Commissioner 
Power of Minnesota tells The Farmers 
the National Industrial and the Stock 
commission that the farm- Exchanges. 
ers of his State speculate— 
that they are “ largely the lambs which are 


shorn on the stock exchanges, and that 
three-fourths of the ey lost there is 
lost by farmers.“ Mr. Power has filled the 
office he holds now for eight years. He is 
thoroughly familiar with farming conditions 
in his State, where farm labor counts for 
much more than factory labor. So he is like- 
ly to be correct in statement. If he is, 
and if agriculturists in other States are as 
much given to speculating as those of Min- 
nesota, it is easy to see the real reason why 
farmers are as a rule so down on boards of 
trade and board of trade operators. The 
reason they give is that the price of their 
products is beared by those operators. The 
genuine reason—if Mr. Power is correct—is 
| that they are fleeced on change. That they 
should be is natural. The farmer off on his 
farm is of all men the last one to be betting 
his money on the ups and downs of wheat: 
or corn, He should expect lose. He 
should leave margin gambling to the city 
people, who at present, it appears, con- 
tribute only one-fourth of the money lost 
on ‘change. A farmer's life is dull and 
monotonous and he needs amusement, but 
he can find a cheaper amusement than spec- 
ulating.

In his recent book, “The Philippines 
and Round » Major Younghusband, 
a British officer, says that cock-fighting 
has been suddenly abolished at Manila by 
the American authorities. If this is so the 
action is a grave error. Nothing is more 
certain to vause resentment and disaffection 
than needless meddling with the long es- 
tablished customs and amusements of the 
natives. Cock-fighting is the one universal 
pastime of the Filipinos. They see no more 
harm in it than an American does in rid- 
ing a bicydle or playing baseball. If Gen-

It shqald be the fired rule to disturb the 
natives as little as possible in their cus- 
tomary modes of life. This is the first 
axiom of successful administration. The 
Dutch government acted upon it in Java 
to the extent of excluding missionaries 
and leaving the natives under their petty 
chieftains. Java is today the most marked 
example of a successful dependency in the 
Orient. Great Britain learned the same 
lesson early in its experience in India. It 
abolished only a few of the extreme evils, 
such as suftee and the drowning of 
children, and even these reforms were 
brought about gradually. This considera- 
tion for the customs and beliefs of the 
natives lies at the foundation of British 
success in India. |

The 
numerous arrests of natives for violating 
sanitary laws in the streets are probably 
necessary, but even sanitary austerity can 
be carried too far.

Ohiet Swenie is to be at the head of the 
Chicago Fire department for two years 
more. The report that he was to be shelved 
‘at this time is as untrue as cruel. Age has 
not yet withered Chief Swenie and made 
him unfit for service, in the opinion of the 
ineurance men, who are not given to senti- 
ment. Fully 00 per cent of the under- 
writers wish to have Swenie stay where 
he . As for other Chicagoans, who are 
continually seeing him fighting fires by day 
and by night, in fair weather and foul, one 
of the first men on the ground, and one 
af the last to leave, they refuse to believe 
that he is worn out or has become timid 
and conservative in his methods. , 
Nevertheless, the day must come soon 
when the veteran will have to lay down 
hie trumpet. The only wonder is that the 
Chiet has been able to endure so long the 
stress and strain ofa most exhausting voca- 
tion. He is 65 years old now, For forty 
years he has been fighting fires, and at 
no time has he spared himself. He has not 
merely pointed his subordinates to “ bright- 
er worlds,” but he has “led the way.” It 
is a marvel that he has been able to pre- 
serve his physical vigor unimpaired so long. 
He could not if he had not had a wonderful 
constitution. But no man is made of steel, 
and the best of ¢onstitutions must break 
down finally. Army officers expect to be 
‘retired at the age of 63, even though still 
vigorous and active. Supreme Court Judges, 
who. lead sedentary lives, are allowed 
to resign on full pay when 70. And yet 
Swenie, who le approaching that age, ie still

FEW FAILURES IN APRIL.

The failures in April were the smallest in 
any-month since records by months began, 
88 per cent smaller than in April of last year, 
not a third of the amount in 1897, and not 
half the amount in April of any previous. 
year. Both in manufacturing and in trad- 
ing they were the smallest ever known in 
that month, and in trading the smallest 
known in any month. | 

The ratio of defaulted liabilities to solvent 
payments through clearing-houses was less 
than 70 cents per $1,000, against 90 cents in 
January, and $1.19 in March, $7.89 in August, 
and $8.02 in September, 1896. A great share 
of the risk in the business world has been 
eliminated, 

It is not inconsistent nor strange if busi- 
ness halts, because it has been crowded to 
the utmost for four months in anticipating 
future needs on account of new combina- 
tions proposed, In some cages prices have 
been advanced so far as to check new busi- 
ness, and in other works have been engaged 
so far ahead that new orders cannot be 
taken. 

Yet new business in amount which would 
have beén astonishing two years ago is 
still coming forward, and the voluntary ad- 
vance in wages by the sixteen Bessemer 
firms of the central association and by the 
Frick coke works whose shipments in April, 
30,452 cars, were the heaviest ever known, 
shows confidence in the future. At Buffalo 
and in Idaho strikes are causing trouble, 
but labor questions elsewhere do not affect 
general business. 

The gtain movement has fallen off, only 
2,464,148 bushels having been received at 
the West during the week, against 4,765,511) 
bushels last year, and of corn only 2,672,417 
bushels have been exported, 
749 bushels last year, while wheat exports 
from both coasts have been better, 8,545,757 
‘bushels, flour included, against 2,654,237 
bushels last year.

Now every one knows that the Dutch did 
not shine at Waterloo, neither did the Prince 
of Orange: The latter was so drunk during 
the course of the battte as to give rise to the 
expression of “ Dutch courage,” while his 
Dutch troops,.like his worthy Belgians, 
bolted, one of the most amusing accounts of 
their attitude on that day being found in 
Thackeray's Vanity Fair.“ 
Both the Dutch and their Prince, who 
afterwards became King of Holland and of 
Belgium under the title of William II., grew 
sore about the uncomplimentary references 
and the ridicule to which their conduct at 
Waterloo gave rise. So, with the view of 
righting themselves, if not in the sight of 
their contemporaries, at any rate in the eyes 
of posterity, the Dutch troops who had taken 
part in the battle clubbed together and pre- 
sented to their Prin and General the 
palace of the House ih the Woods asa 
token of their admiration for the alleged 
heroism which he had displayed on the field 
of battle, while William in return adorned 
the walis of this palace, which had previous- 
ly belonged to the State General, with war 
pictures, painted with the express object of 
showing the prominent part which the 
Dutch claimed they played tn the encounter. 
In fact, after wandering through the gal- 
leries and apartments of tho “ House in the 
Woods and gazing at the pictures one 
comes away with the impression that the 
battle of Waterloo was won, neither by the 
Duke of Wellington and the English, nor yet 
by Prince Blucher and the Germans, but by 
the bibulous Prince of Orangé and his Dutch 
and Belgian contingent.
